Chinatown  rejects  police  report  findings, 
to  ask  Mayor  White  9s  help  to  reopen  the  case

By  unanimous  vote,  the 
council  of  the  Chinese 
Consolidated  Benevolent 
Association.  Thursday,  June  19, 


rejected  a  police  investigation 
report  presented  by 
Superintendent  Joseph  Jordan. 

The  council  voted  to  seek  the 
assistance  of  Mayor  Kevin  H. 


White  to  re-open  the 
investigation  of  alleged  police 
discrimination,  toward  Paul 
Chan  and  Jerry  Chu  in  the  Mass. 
Pike  incident  of  May  11.  (See 


Community  speaks 
out  over  handling  of 
Charlestown  incident 
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Editor's  note:  The  following 
press  statement  was  issued  in 
support  of  the  Tam  brothers  and 
signed  by  34  individuals 
representing  numerous  Chinese 
community  organizations  and 
agencies. 

On  Thursday  night,  22  Mjy 
1975,  two  Chinese  youths, 
James  Tam  and  his  brother, 
George,  age  19  and  17 
respectively,  were  involved  in  a 
fight  with  a  group  of  white 
youths  on  Lawrence  Street  near 
the  Mishawaum  Apartments  in 
Charlestown.  Several  youths, 
including  the  two  Tam  brothers, 
were  treated  at  Massachusetts 
General  Hospital  for  injuries. 

James  Tam  was  arrested  and 
charged  with  murder,  and  his 
brother,  George  was  arrested  and 
charged  With  assault  and  battery 
with  a  dangerous  weapon. 

The  Chinese  community  feels 
that  this  incident  has  raised  a 
number  of  very  serious  matters 
that  must  be  clarified  and  dealt 
with: 

1.  This  was  not  a  gang  fight 
or  a  feud  of  long  standing  as  was 
reported  by  local  newspapers, 


because  neither  of  the  two 
brothers  belong  to  any  gangs  nor 
do  they  socialize  in  Charlestown. 

2.  Although  there  were  other 
youths  involved  in  the  said 
incident  (Police  referred  to  this 
as  a  “general  melee”  according 
to  newspaper  reports)  charges 
were  only  made  against  the  two 
Tam  brothers.  We  demand  that  a 
full  investigation  be  made  of  all 
youths  involved,  and  if 
necessary,  charges  be  made 
accordingly. 

3.  Chinese  families  in 
Charlestown  have  been  harassed 
and  threatened  following  this 
incident.  Some  police  protection 
was  provided  to  the  Chinese 
families  in  the  Mishawaum 
Apartments  for  several  days, 
however.,  we  damand  that 
further  police  protection  be 
provided  for  these  families,  as 
well  as  the  Chinese  students 
attending  Charlestown  schools, 
until  the  tension  subsides. 

4.  We  wish  to  appeal  to  the 
concerned  and  responsible 
community  agencies  and/or 
persons  in  Charlestown  to 
prevent  further  incidents  of  this 
sort. 


SAMPAN,  May,  1975). 

Calling  the  police 
investigation  a  “whitewash”, 
various  council  members  stood 
up  to  criticize  the  “sloppy” 
police  internal  investigation. 

The  Mass.  Pike  incident 
involved  two  prominent 
community  members,  Paul 
Chan,  former  president  of  the 
Chinese- American  Civic 
Association  and  co-chairman  of 
the  Saturday  afternoon  adult 
education  committee;  and  Jerry 
Chu,  superintendent  of  the  Tai 
Tung  Village  apartments  and  a 
Chinese  SAMPAN  staff  member. 

Midnight,  May  11,  Chan, 
property  manager  for  Lorin 
Smith  Management,  and  Chu 
were  trying  to  evict  two 
Caucasians  from  Mass  Pike 
Towers.  A  fight  ensued.  Police 
arrived  a  half-an-hour  after  a 
“911”  emergency  call  had  been 
placed  by  Chan.  Only  Chan  and 
Chu  were  taken  to  the  police 
station.  One  of  the  Caucasians 
was  taken  to  a  hospital,  the 
other  let  go. 

Community  members  first 
met  with  Jordan  at  a  June  3 
meeting,  at  which  time  Jordan 
promised  that  there  would  be  a 
thorough  investigation  of  the 
matter  by  the  police  Internal 
Affairs  Division. 

At  a  June  3  meeting,  the 
Chinese  Consolidated 
Benevolent  Association,  acting 
as  the  traditional  spokesman  for 
the  community,  pressed  for  four 
demands:  1)  that  the  police 
records  be  rectified  and 
inaccuracies  and  omissions  be 
corrected;  2)  that  action  be 
taken  against  the  two  Caucasians 
involved  in  the  melee;  3)  that 
the  two  police  officers,  Edward 
Maffie  and  Joseph  Suplee,  be 
transferred  out  of  disctict  1;  and 
4)  that  the  police  avoid  future 
discriminatory  incidents. 

At  the  June  19  meeting 
Jordan  said  that  after 
conducting  an  “intensive 
internal  invesitgation  we  could 
not  ascertain  any  improper 
behavior  on  the  part  of  the 
police  officers  involved.” 


Ralph  Fan,  who  chaired  the 
meeting,  called  the  police 
superintendent’s  internal 
investigation  a  “waste  of  time.” 
Davis  Woo  said  that  the 
invesitgation  was  inadequate. 
“We’re  not  looking  for  a  pound 
of  flesh,  just  for  justice,”  Woo 
said. 

Jordan  was  unable  to  provide 
the  community  with  satisfactory 
answers  to  queries  anout  specific 
details,  such  as:  1)  why  was  the 
carjack  returned  to  the  alleged 
assailants  and  not  taken  in  as 
evidence?  2)  how  did  the 
Caucasian  find  out  which 
hospital  Chu  and  Chan  were 
taken  to?  3)  Why  weren’t  the 
two  Caucasians  also  taken  to  the 
police  station? 

Jordan’s  response  was  “we  do 
not  always  follow  routine 
procedure,”  to  the  last  question. 

The  presence  of  TV  news 
cameras  and  spotlights  and  other 
media  news  added  an  element  of 
importance  to  the  meeting 
indicating  that  the  issue  is  of 
concern  outside  the  confines  of 
Chinatown. 

Hugh  Chu,  Chinese  secretary 
of  the  CCBA,  noted  that  Jordan 
had  seemed  sympathetic  to  the 
community’s  feelings  at  the 
initial  June  3  meeting.  “This 
time,  however  we  find  that  he’s 
just  here  for  double  talk,  excuses 
and  a  pretext  for  the  police 
officers.  Of  the  four  demands, 
we‘ve  gotten  zero  response.” 

Billy  Chin,  council  member 
and  manager  of  the  China  Pearl 
Restaurant,  notectthat  there  are 
‘‘many  loopholes  and 
inconsistencies  in  the  police 
report.  The  police  department  is 
just  fooling  around,  its  clearly  a 
white  eash.” 

Compromise  Suggested 

Dr.  Stanley  Chin,  member  of 
the  Chinese  Merchants 
Association,  suggested  that  “for 
the  sake  of  harmony,  what  harm 
would  there  be  in  transferring 
the  two  police  officers  invovled,

Tam  Brothers  Defense 
Fund  established 


A  defense  fund  for  James  and 
George  Tam  has  been  establish¬ 
ed  in  Chinatown. 

The  Tam  brothers  were  arres- 
ted-after  what  police  called  a 
“ general  melee ”  in  Charlestown 
which  resulted  in  the  death  of  a 
1 6-year-old  girl. 

Although  some  six  to  13 
youths  are  reported  to  have  been 
involved,  only  the  Tam  brothers 
were  arrested  &  charged.  James 
Tam  was  arrested  and  charged 
with  murder.  His  brother  George 
was  arrested  and  charged  with 
assault  and  battery  with  a  dan¬ 
gerous  weapon. 

"This  incident  has  caused  the 
family  extreme  stress,” said  Jane 
Leung,  an  outreach  youth  coun¬ 
selor  working  in  Chinatown  and 
the  coordinator  of  the  Tam  Bro¬ 
thers  Defense  Fund. 

Ms.  Leung  said  the  family  was 
forced  to  abandon  their  Charles¬ 


town  apartment  for  safety  rea¬ 
sons  and  both  boys  were  unable 
to  attend  public  school  or  to  go 
to  work.  Their  mother,  a  seam¬ 
stress  in  a  local  garment  factory, 
is  the  sole  provider  for  the 
family. 

Proceeds  will  be  used  to  pay 
for  legal  fees,  relocation  costs, 
and  towards  tuition  for  James 
Tam  to  attend  a  private  school 
during  the  summer  in  order  to 
graduate.

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Police  chief  transferee!  in  NY’s  Chinatown 


NEW  Y  0  R  K  -  -  T  h  e 
commanding  officer  of  the  Fifth 
Precinct,  Capt.  Edward  W. 
McCabe,  was  relieved  of  his  post 
May  28  after  two  major 
demonstrations  at  City  Hall  by 
Chinatown  residents  here  to 
protest  police  brutality. 

The  transfer  of  Capt. 
McCabe,  who  had  been  in  charge 
of  the  Chinatown  precinct  since 
July,  1974,  was  one  of  the 
principal  demands  of  Chinese 
demonstrators  at  a  May  12  mass 
rally  of  an  estimated  2,500 


people  and  a  May  19  protest 
involving  an  estimated  20,000 
protestors. 

The  protests  revolved  around 
police  mistreatment  and  abuse 
of  27-year-old  Peter  Yew,  an 

architectural  engineer  from 
Brooklyn. 

Yew  was  visiting  friends  in 
Chinatown  when  a  traffic 
dispute  broke  out  between  two 
motorists,  a  Chinese  driver  and  a 
white  driver.  A  large  crowd  of 
onlookers  gathered  as  the 
motorists  argument  became

An  issue 
to  seize  upon 

The  Mass.  Pike  incident  involving  what  is  ap¬ 
parent  police  discrimination  and  now  a  police  cover-up 
of  its  own  improper  partiality,  is  an  issue  to  be  seized 
by  this  community. 

It  is  of  importance  because  of  some  of  its  un¬ 
derlying  currents:  racism.  Pure  and  simple  racial  dis¬ 
criminatory  action  by  the  City’s  finest-its  law  enforcers. 

What  happened  at  the  Mass.  Pike  parking  lot  on 
May  11,  in  various  forms  and  shapes,  happens  again  and 
again  and  again  and  again  to  Asian-Americans  and  to 
this  community.  It  happens  to  non-whites,  to  poor  peo¬ 
ple,  to  the  less  educated,  to  those  without  the  means  to 
effectively  fight  back  against  a  subtle  system  of  discrim¬ 
ination  and  abuse. 

It  happened  in  the  police  action  against  the 
'Tam  brothers  in  Charlestown. 

This  community  must  ask  itself,  it  must  ask  the 
Police  Department,  it  must  ask  the  Mayor,  and  it  must 
be' asked  loudly:  Why  must  we  accept  anything  less  than 
simple  justice  and  equality  and  fairness? 

Why  were  the  Tam  brothers,  whom  neighbors 
and  teachers  describe  in  only  positive  terms,  charged 
with  murder?  Circumstances  which  have  come  to 
light  in  the  past  few  weeks  indicate,  that  unlike  the 
initial  press  reports  of  the  incident,  it  was  not  a  gang 
fight  of  Yellow  versus  White.  Rather  it  was  two  boys— 
two  Chinese  youth-in  a  scuffle  brought  about  by  any¬ 
where  from  six  to  13  white  youth. 

Why  were  Paul  Chan  and  Jerry  Chu  taken  to 
the  police  station?  Why  can’t  the  community  get  some 
straight  answers? 

our  skin  coloring,  the  shape  of  our  eyes,  our 
cultural  heritage,  our  Asian  background  have  nothing 
to  do  with  justice  being  carried  out  improperly. 

We  are  citizens  who  contribute  to  this  society. 
Who  pay  taxes.  Who  vote.  We  are  not  seeking  special 
treatment.  We  are  only  asking  for  fairness,  equal  treat¬ 
ment  and  justice. 

Maybe  asking  is  not  enough.  Time  for  demand¬ 
ing,  for  getting  up  and  being  heard. 


heated.  Although  Yew  was 
uninvolved  in  the  incident,  he 
charges  that  the  police,  in 
dispersing  the  crowd,  arrested 
him,  without  provocation, 
dragged  him  into  the  station 
police  house  and  assaulted  him. 

Chinatown  residents  have 
been  protesting  in  behalf  of  Yew 
and  because  of  the  “lax 
attitude”  and  derogatory 
remarks  made  by  Capt.  McCabe. 
McCabe  was  shortly  removed 
from  his  position,  according  to 
Police  Commissioner  Michael  J. 
Cood,  because  of  the  “openly 
antagonistic”  attitude  of  the 
community  and  because 
Chinatown  had  lost  confidence 
in  McCabe. 

“A  precinct  commander  to  be 


effective  must  have  rapport  with 
the  community  as  well  as  its 
respect,”  Assistant  Chief  Carl 
Ravens  noted,  regarding  the 
removal. 

Such  quick  removal  of-  a 
precinct  commander  because  of 
community  dissatisfaction  is 
unprecedented  in  New  York 
police  history. 

Another  community  demand, 
dismissal  of  two  police  officers 
in  the  Fifth  Precinct  who  were 
accused  of  brutality  in  the  Yew 
case,  was  not  accepted.  Also, 
against  Yew  was  not  acted  upon, 
removal  of  assault  charges 

The  conduct  of  the  two 
officers  involved  will  be 
reviewed  by  the  police’s  Civilian 
Complaint  Review  Board. 


The  two  protests  were 
sponsored  by  the  SanFrancisco 
Chinese  Consolidated 
Benevolent  Association  and  the 
Asian  Americans  for  Equal 
Employment. 

The  Benevolent  Association 
president,  Man  Bun  Lee  was  the 
chief  spokesman  for  the 
protests. 

“The  community  is  united  in 
its  protests  against  police 
brutality  and  demand  for  equal 
fair  treatment,  and  is  working 
with  Commissioner  Norman  Kee 
Lau  of  the  Human  Rights 
Commission,”  noted  Mr.  Lee.

Tufts’  Task  Force,  and  Action 
from  Chinatown  Teens.  Davis 
Woo  also  named  social  activities 
as  Luaus,  Casino  Nites,  saying 
there  is  “nothing  to  discredit” 
CACA. 

Woo  cited  the  CACA  for  its 
co-operation  with  all  age  groups, 
the  “whole  community  pulling 
together  to  move  ahead.”

Neil  Chin,  vice-president  was

Chin  was  chairman  in  1967  the 

CACA’s  first  year.  In  addition, 
Chin  is  involved  in  the  American 
Legion,  the  YMCA  and  the 
Chinese  Mission,  A.C.T.  and 
CCBA’s  negotiating  committee 
for  Tufts  Medical  Center.  He  was 
a  past  commander  of  the 
American  Legion,  and  past 
chairman  of  the  YMCA  program 
committee  and  YMCA  board  of 
directors,  secretary  of 
Chinatown  urban  renewal  under 
CCBA.  He  is  also  on  the  board 
of  trustees  of  A.C.T.  He  said 
that  he  had  withdrawn  from  an 
active  role  in  the  community 
because  he  felt  younger  people 
should  Ije  given  a  chance  to  take 
over. 

Ginny  Chew,  CACA 
secretary,  is  an  active 
community  member.  In  addition 
to  her  new  position,  she  is  the 
treasurer  of  the  South  Cove 
Golden  Age  Center  and  is  on  the 
staff  of  the  SAMPAN  as  its 
business  manager.  She  works 
part-time  at  the  Charles  River 
Association  for  Retarded 
Citizens  in  Needham  as  a 
volunteer  resource  person  for 
problems  with  retarded  children. 

Albert  Eng  begins  his  second 
term  as  CACA  treasurer.  He  is 
director  and  manager  of 
engineering  at  Honeywell-Itek 
Corporation,  National  Research 
Division.  He  is  also  an  associate 
trustee  of  St.  Michael’s  College, 
a  member  of  the  American 
Society  of  Chemical  Engineers, 
and  a  member  of  the  Society  of 
Photo-Optical  Scientists  and 
Engineers.  Mr.  Eng  holds  a  B.S. 
degree  in  engineering  from 
UMass  and  a  doctorate  from  St. 
Michael’s  College. 
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Contractor’s  job  hiring  practices  questioned 


A  contractor,  hired  by  the 
Boston  Redevelopment 
Authority  (BRA)  to  do  local 
street  contruction  work,  has 
been  unofficially  found 
negligent  in  its  minority  hiring 
practices  and  warned  to  fulfill  its 
contractual  obligations  by  the 
BRA. 

D’Allesandro  and  Sons,  Inc., 
has  been  engaged  in  local  street 
work  since  last  fall.  It  is  required 
under  the  BRA  contract 
specifications  that  a  certain 
percentage  of  minorities  are 
recruited  and  hired. 

In  two  meetings  held  last 
month  (May  16  and  27), 
community  members  aired 
complaints  about  D’Allesandro 
and  Son’s,  Inc.  failure  to  comply 
with  its  BRA  contract. 

Roy  Neblett,  Equal 
Employment  Opportunity 
officer  for  the  BRA  said  that 
“according  to. ..(his)  on-site 
survey...  (D’ Alessandro)  is  found 
to  be  in  non-compliance”  of  the 
contract  specifications  which 
require  the  hiring  of  certain 
percentages  of  minority  workers, 


such  as  operating  engineers 
(14.1-15%),  truck  drivers 
(10.3-12.3%),  laborers  and 
surveyors  (10.3-12.3%). 

The  contractor’s  monthly 
“minority  composition”  of  the 
work  force  was  also  found  to  be 
in  non-compliance. 

Discussion  among  community 
leaders,  law  enforcement 
agencies,  and  D’Allesandro 
centered  around  varying 
interpretations  of  what 
constituted  a  “good  faith  effort” 
to  affirmatively  recruit  minority 
employees. 

Nicholas  D’Allessandro, 
representing  the  contracting 
firm,  said  that  two  community 
workers  had  been  hired  in  the 
fall  of  1974,  as  evidence  of  the 
company’s  good  will  and 
intentions. 

Community  participants, 
however,  pointed  out  that 
D’Allesandro  did  not  employ 
any  Asians  after  fall  1974,  and 
failed  to  initiate  contact  with 
the  community  for  job  openings 
in  the  spring. 


According  to  May  Ling  Tong, 
CACA  executive  director,  “The 
two  Chinese  workers  in  question 
were  hired  only  through 
concerted  efforts  of  the  CACA 
Multi-Service  Center  (MSC)  to 
produce  and  distribute  posters  in 
Chinese,  to  set  up  interviews  and 
to  personally  drive  the 
applicants  to  Dedham, 
D  ’  Allesandro’s  corporate 
headquarters  and  not  through 
"the  contractor’s  good  faith 
efforts.” 

D  ’  A  1 1 esa  n  d  ro ’s  letter 
requesting  MSC  to  retain  the 
company’s  name  on  file  as  a 
potential  equal  opportunity 
employer,  a  gesture  of  ‘good 
faith,’  was  forwarded  to  MSC. 

At  a  later  date,  one  worker 
left  voluntarily  and  the  other 
was  essentially  laid  off  because 
of  language  barriers.  At  that 
time,  D’Allessandro  said  they 
would  not  be  hiring  until  spring 
1975. 

Other  complaints  against 
D’Allesandro  were  lodged  at  the 
meetings.  According  to 


community  leaders,  Mr. 
D’Allessandro  on  May  21st 
agreed  to  interview  community 
applicants  for  four  job  positions 
of  truck  drivers  and  laborers. 
Nine  applicants  were  contacted 
by  the  Neighborhood 
Employment  Center  (NEC) 
st  The  interviews  had  to  be 
re-scheduled  at  the  last  minute 
which  resulted  in  two  applicants 
being  unable  to  keep  the 
interview;  and  the  remaining 
seven  applicants  were  kept 
waiting  for  several  hours.  Only 
applicant  was  hired. 

Participants  at  the  meeting 
complained  that  this  delay  was 
discourteous  and  not  a 
demonstration  of  ‘good  faith.’ 

To  date,  D’Allesandro  and 
Sons  has  agreed  to  hire  two  men 
as  a  rodman  and  carpenter 
trainee.  (None  of  the  earlier 
applicants  were  hired  for  the 
laborer  positions  due  to  their 
lack  of  qualifications.) 

Community  leaders  present  at 
both  meetings  included  Peter 
Chan,  manager  of  Little  City 
Hall;  May  Ling  Tong,  executive 


director  of  CACA;  NEC 
representatives  Mary  Lo,  Evelyn 
Wong,  and  Richard  Chin,  and 
Stanley  Chen,  Stanchen 
Construction  Co. 
Representatives  from  the 
Mayor’s  Office  of  Human 
Rights,  the  Mass.  Commission 
Against  Discrimination,  the 
BRA,  and  D’Allesandro 
Company  also  attended. 

The  Board  of  Directors  of 
Action  for  Boston’s  Community 
Development  (ABCD),  the  City’s 
antipoverty  agency,  in  late  May 
voted  to  support  the  actions 
initiated  by  the  Chinatown 
MSC’s  Neighborhood 
Employment  Center. 

Mr.  Neblett  warned 
-D’Allesandro  and  Sons  of  the 
consequences  of  various  law 
enforcement  agency’s 
investigations  and  to  fulfill  its 
contract  to  hire  a  proportionate 
number  of  minorities.  In  the 
meantime,  the  BRA  will  be 
investigating  the  matter, 
reporting  to  appropriate  BRA 
officials,  and  arriving  at 
appropriate  actions.

A  look  at  insurance  planning

What  Is  Insurance? 

Insurance  is  a  contract  by 
which  a  person  or  a  company, 
for  a  sum  of  money,  becomes 
bound  to  indemnify  the  insured 
against  loss,  premium  paid  for 
insuring  life,  property  or 
accident. 


Life  and  health  insurance 
exists  because  it  satisfies  one’s 
needs  or  a  family’s  needs  for 
cash  when  a  breadwinner’s 
income  is  stopped  for  a  period 
of  time  or  permanently. 

The  basic  needs  which  arises 
when  a  person’s  income  ceases 
either  for  a  short  time  or 
permanently  are  as  follows: 

1.  Final  expenses;  cash 
needed  for  burial 
expenses*  doctor  and 
hospital  bills  and  Federal 
and  State  Inheritance 
taxes. 

2.  Monthly  income:  cash  to 
provide  the  children  and 
widow  with  necessities. 

3.  Emergencies:  provides 
money  for  a  widow  during 
the  readjustment  period, 
in  case  of  sickness  or 
accident,  home  expenses. 

4.  Mortgage  or  rent:  money

American  China  Trade  Museum  plans 
children’s  summer  day  program 


The  Museum  of  the  American 
China  Trade  in  Milton  will 
sponsor  a  summerday  school, 
called  CHINA  Summer,  for 
children  ages  seven-ten.  There 
will  be  two  three-week  sessions 
in  July  and  one  in  August.  Each 
class  will  meet  for  two  hours  a 
day,  Monday  through  Friday. 

Pacific  Little  League 
invites  ROC  team  to 
Hawaii  tournament 

The  Republic  of  China  has 
been  invited  to  participate  in  a 
five-nation  Pacific  Little  League 
baseball  tournament. 

The  tournament,  sponsored 
by  the  Aloha  Baseball  Associa¬ 
tion  of  Hawaii,  will  take  place 
at  Honolulu  August  29—31. 
Besides  the  Republic  of  China 
and  the  host  U.S.,  the  sponsor 
has  also  invited  teams  from 
Japan,  South  Korea  and  the 
Philippines. 

The  Pacific  Little  League 
tournament  was  proposed  by 
Honolulu’s  Mayor  Frank  Fasi, 
to  promote  friendship  among 
members  of  the  Pacific  Congress 
of  Municipalities,  or  which  Fasi 
is  the  founder  and  president. 

Fasi  disapproves  the  decision 
"of  the  Little  League  headquar¬ 
ters  at  Williamsport,  Pa.,  to  bar 
foreign  teams  from  the  Little 
League  World  Series.  Taipei 
Mayor  Chang  Feng  said. 

That  decision  was  reached 
last  fall  after  Chinese  teams 
won  the  world  title  for  the 
fifth  time  in  six  years.  The 
Williamsport  “world  series” 
is  now  open  to  American  teams 
only. 


One  of  the  thrusts  of  this 
summer's  program  will  be  to 
include  more  Chinese-American 
children.  Scholarship  help  and 
transportation  to  and  from  the 
museum  is  available. 

The  purposes  of  the  program 
are  to  acquaint  the  children  with 
their  New  England  and  maritime 
heritages,  to  introduce  the 
children  to  a  culture  different 
from  their  own  and  to  give  them 
an  early  appreciation  of  the  role 
art  can  play  in  their  lives. 

To  accomplish  those  purposes 
the  CHINA  Summer  program 
will  allow  the  children  in  the 
first  week  of  the  session  to 
assume  the  identity  of  a 
nineteenth-century  American 
merchant.  They  will  also 
participate  in  typical  activities  of 
the  day  as  they  grind  corn,  dig 
for  ginseng  or  churn  butter. 


During  the  second  week  they 
will  simulate  life  in  a  Chinese 
family  and  cook  Chinese  food, 
learn  to  write  Chinese  characters 
and  work  with  an  abacus.  During 
the  final  week,  using  the  old 
American  China  Trade  as  a 
vehicle,  the  children,  either  as 
Chinese  merchants  or  as 
American  traders  will  interact  as 
the  two  cultures  meet. 

The  entire  program  will  be 
carried  out  on  the  grounds  of 
the  Museum  and  there  will  be 
frequent  trips  to  the  Museum 
itself  to  study  the  artifacts  as 
models  for  objects  the  children 
will  manufacture  themselves.

New  Quincy  School  Council  To  Be  Established 


The  City-Wide  Community 
School  Board,  which  oversees 
the  operations  of  the  entire 
Boston  Community  Schools 
Program,  has  recognized  the 
Quincy  School  Community 
Council  as  the  Steering 
Committee  to  establish  a  new 
Quincy  School  Community 
Council  according  to 
establishment  procedures 
required  by  the  City-Wide 
Board. 

The  new  QSCC  would  be 
responsible  for  the  operations  of 
the  Community  School  Program 
in  the  new  Quincy  School, 
including  the  managing  of  an 
annual  budget  appropriated  by 
the  City  Council. 

The  present  QSCC  is  charged 
with  creating  an  establishment 
procedure  which  is  fair  and 


open,  running  workshops  in 
conjunction  with  Boston 
Community  Schools  staff  and 
the  City-Wide  Board  for  those 
persons  interested  in  becoming 
councilors,  and  publicizing  the 
Board  establishment  process 
throughout  the  community. 

The  QSCC,  at  the  annual 
meeting  of  the  Corporation  on 
July  1,  at  7:30  p.m.  at  34  Oak 
Street,  will  vote  on  changes  to 
the  by-laws  to  meet  the 
City-Wide  Board’s  criteria  for 
recognition.  With  adoption  of 
these  changes,  the  Council 
establishment  process  will  take 
place  over  a  six-week  period, 
with  the  formation  of  the  new 
QSCC  and  recognition  by  the 
City-Wide  Board  in  mid  August. 

The  initial  Council 
establishment  procedure  will  be 


as  follows: 

1.  Persons  must  be  a  member 
of  the  QSCC  Corporation.  To 
become  a  corporation  member, 
one  must  write  to  the  QSCC 
secretary  to  that  effect. 
Membership  is  effective  30  days 
later. 

2.  The  Common  Council  will 
have  no  more  than  35  members. 

3.  Candidates  must  attend  no 
less  than  3  out  of  4  workshops 
organized  jointly  by  QSCC, 
Boston  Community  Schools 
staff,  and  the  City-Wide  Board. 
Workshops  will  be  held  over  a  6 
week  period,  with  2 
opportunities  to  attend  each 
workshop.  One  will  be  scheduled 
for  a  weekday  evening  and  the 
other  on  a  weekend  during  the 
day.  Material  covered  need  not 
be  identical.  Workshops  will  be 


presented  in  a  language 
comfortable  to  the  candidate. 

4.  Each  candidate  must 
present  a  nomination  form  with 
10  signatures.  Signatures  must 
be  from  people  who  live  in  the 
target  community  or  who  have 
been  participants  in  Quincy 
School  programs  for  6  months 
or  more.  No  more  than  2 
signatures  can  be  from  the  same 
immediate  family. 

5.  Candiates  can  be  consumer 
or  provider  affiliated.  Those 
claiming  consumer  affiliation 
will  have  their  claims  judged  by 
a  vote  of  the  corporation 
members.  Those  candidates 
rejected  for  primary  consumer 
affiliation  shall  be  admitted  as 
having  provider  affiliation. 

6.  Attendance  at  50%  or 
more  Council  meetings  over  a  6 


month  period  is  required. 

7.  Active  participation  on  at 
least  one  committee  is  required. 

8.  If  at  any  time  consumers 
are  outnumbered  by  providers, 
providers  will  have  less  than  one 
full  vote. 


9.  All  meetings  of  the 
Common  Council  are  open  to 
members  of  the  Corporation. 
Meetings  shall  be  open  to  the 
public  except  by  specific  vote  by 
the  Council. 

10.  The  Council 
establishment  procedure  will  be 
widely  publicized  throughout 
the  target  community  through 
posters,  flyers,  newspaper,  radio, 
television,  etc.

The  newest  sports  team  in 
Boston,  The  Boston  Bolts,  play  a 
game  called  lacrosse. 

Chuck  Li,  a  Chinese- 
-Canadian,  is  the  only  player  of 
Chinese  descent  eyer  to  play  in 
the  National  Lacrosse  League. 

He  comes  to  the  Boston  Bolts 
from  the  Toronto  Tomahawks 
where  he  starred  last  year, 
scoring  38  goals  and  assisting  on 
70  others  for  108  points.  Li  was 
one  of  only  four  Toronto 
players  to  score  more  than  100 
points  in  a  season. 

He  began  his  athletic  career  as 
a  boy  in  the  Oshawa,  Ont. 
school  system  where  he  played 
both  lacrosse  and  ice  hockey.  He 
was  considered  good  enough  to 
play  professionally  in  both 
sports  but  said  he  coud  not 
accept  and  offer  to  try  out  for 
one  of  the  top  hockey  Jr.  A 
teams  “because  I  was  too  banged 


up  after  playing  a  season  of 
lacrosse.” 

Li  is  small  but  strong.  At  5 ’7” 
and  170-lbs.  He’s  a  hard  man  to 
knock  down.  He  considers 
himself  a  playmaker  but  can  put 
the  ball  in  the  net  when  he  has 
to.  He  proved  this  on  May  21 
when  he  scored  the  most 
spectacular  Boston  goal  of  the 
year  at  Quebec  City.  Li  took  the 
.  ball  in  his  own  territory,  forced 
his  way  between  two  Quebec 
players  and  then  outdistanced 
three  others  to  go  in  alone  on 
the  goalie  and  score. 

Li  also  has  a  reputation  as  a 
hard  hitter  in  the  comers  and  a 
pretty  good  man  with  his  fists 
when  the  occassion  warrants. 

Coach  Larry  Ferguson  says  he 
expects  “Kwan”,  as  his 
teammates  call  him,  to  be  among 
the  most  productive  and  popular 
Bolts  players  this  season.
